Menday, February 15, 
charged with the marder of Patrick Reynolds 
and D.O. McGeehan.

Mr, de Valera’s proposed measures to 
encourage the Irish t industry remind 
me that at. one time the shoe and boot 
industry was a most important one in 
Ireland. Irish leather was noted for its 
excellence, and much of the tanning was. 
done by cork-bark, which also was an 
Irish product. Not only did large 
tanneries in Dublin, Cork, Belfast, 
Limerick and other cities and towns 
supply all the footwear needed in Ireland, 
but a great deal was exported. B 
leather from Bandon and satin-calf, a 
Cork speciality, were two noteworthy Irish 

roducts.. As factory or . machine-made 
bai was guite unknown until about 
1870, in country districts a great many 
of the boots and shoes worn were home- 
made. For. this reason  foot-making 
became a cottage industry in many parts, 
and whole families often would be em- 
ployed in their own‘liomes in the making 
of footwear for the people of the surround- 
ing countryside. Boots frequently were 
considered luxuries, and many smal! 
farmers, cottiers and labourers preferred 
to go barefooted. Forty years ago, 
believe, it was quite a common sight to 
see men and women sitting by the way- 
side putting on their boots before entering 
a meighbouring town. Footwear in those 
days was often kept for special and im- 
portant occasions only. 


Portable Flood-Lights. 


Flood-lighting, which has hitherto been 
used mainly for decorative purposes, 1s 
beginning to extend its province. Soon, it 
seems probable, we will not have to wait 
until the summer evenings to enjoy foot- 
ball matches and other open-air games 
after the day’s work. - It is now possible 
to obtain motor-vans fitted with a com- 
plete flood-lighting apparatus, ready for 
use. They are equipped with lamps of 
enormous power, which are supplied from 
a dynamo, which in turn is driven by 
the van’s engine. To start the whole 
apparatus, it is only necessary to turn 
sg handle. These save the bother and ex- 
pense of fitting up temporary plants, 
which have to be removed when they are 
not required, and they will be found very 
useful on occasion to aerodromes. 


Childhood's Joys. 


The present spell of fine weather has 
turned many of our streeis into play- 
grounds for the- children. As I passed 
along New street the other day, a curly- 
haired youngster hailed me with the now 
familiar requé¢st, “‘Spin me top, misther, 
please,” and J thereupon endeavoured to 
tackle a task Which told me that my hand 
had lost the cunning of youth.

Che Galway ‘* Cribes.”  ' 

I returned from Galway recently (writes 
a correspondent) with the impression that 
there is no other city in Ireland which 
gi ach an indefinable impression of 
the past. Perhaps, it is natural that this 
should be so; for Galway had an iuter- 
national reputation when little was known 
of the rest of Ireland abroad. A 

of the sixteenth century states that the 
trade of the port was so extensive at that 
time that a foreign merchant, meeting an 
Irishman abroad, asked him in what pa 
of Galway Ireland stood. Some time later 
Sir Henry ‘Sidney described the citizens 
as .‘‘refined, of urbane and elegant 
manners, having comtracted no stain from 
their rude and unpolished neighbours. 
The Galway traders, who were of Anglo- 
Norman descent, kept themselves for a 
long time remote from the su ing 
population. By-laws of the old Galway 
Corporation are still in existence, pro 
hibiting all intercourse with the native 
families. In 1518 there was a law to the 
effect that no Burke, McWilliam or Kelly 
should be admitted into any house in the 
city, and that neither ‘‘O ne Mac should 
strutte ne sw r through the streetes 
of Gallway.”’ In the seventeenth century 
the citizens were known as “ tribes,” an 
appellation which was invented by 
Cromwell’s forces as a term of neon 
for the consistency with which the Galway 
families stood by one another. Soon, how- 
ever, the name" became an honourable 
mark of distinction, and in course of 
time it proved an important factor ™ 
the process which made the tribes “ more 
Irish than the Irish themselves.”

Golf in Japan. 


The fact that the “ British Open "' this 
year is to be brightened by the attendance 
of three leading professionals from Japan, 
who have already been playing in tourna- 
ments in California, reminds me that golf 
in that country is up-to-date, and withal 
an expensive game. The Emperor, who 
has a private course on which he plays 
daily, has set an example which is widely 
followed. One millionaire enthusiast has 
spent over £200,000 on a couple of courses 
for his own use, and I hear that you can- 
not play golf ‘‘ comfortably ” in Tokyo

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ SILENCE '. AT THE CAPITOL. 


By Ovrn CIrNEMA CORRESPOYDENT, 


“ Silence,’ which is being shown at the 
Capitol this week, is an unusual film, in 
which Clive Brook is presented in a ‘novel 


ise without being entirely cast for a new } 


character. A short while ago he appeared 
in another film which offered a kindred 
problem, but in ' The Lawyer’s Secret ” he 
was, as it were, studying the problem from 
the opposite end from that in which he must 
view it in “ Silence.’’ No matter how, or in 
what kind of part, he is cast, Clive Brook 
can never be anything but extremely in 
teresting; if he never scales the emotional 
heights he also never fails to give a most 
satisfying performance. Generally he is 

nited in parts in which his suavely 
ormal manner is advantageous, but in 
‘* Silence ” he ig far away from the drawing- 
rooms that seem best suited to his acting 
temperament. He is here viewed as a man 
condemned to death for a murder which he 
did not commit, and, forgetting to be 
heroic, he is at once a hero. He knows all 
the time who the murderer is; but, be- 
cause he desires to avoid the shadow of 
scandal upon one he reveres, he is resigned 
and prepared to die upon the gallows which 
he sees in preparation. 

A DRAB TALE. 

So far is the story of “ Silence ” removed 
from the atmosphere of luxury in which 
Clive Brook is usually found on the screen 
that it may be said to be a drab and some- 
what sordid tale. But, as true hearts are 
more than coronets, a jail-bird and a 
nomadic trickster can at times prove to be 
altruistic and  hernic. Jim Warren— 
“‘ English Jim,” as he is known to his con- 
federates—was just an ordinary etty 
““crook,' who varied his career with a Vittle 
gentle practice with the pea and thimbles at 
country fairs. From a spell in jail he re- 
turned to his base to marry his Norma; but 
the owner of the bar, Mollie Burke, had 
marked him for her own. Mollie would not 
lend the money needed to bring Jim and 
Norma to ‘Frisco ' to make a new start,” 
so he did another little robbery, which very 
nearly landed him in jail once more. Norma 
escaped a similarefate only through Jim's 
promise to mary the urgent Mollie. Norma 
married Jim’s friend, Phil Powers, and 
Warren's daughter lived in the belief that 
Powers was her father until an accidental 
encounter revealed the truth. Harry Silvers 
and Jim Warren. were plying their trade 
at the expense of the credulous, when the 
girl came to try her skill. She lost her 
money. of course, and Silvers stole her bag, 
ry: he identified her as “Phil Powers’ 
girl.” 

BLACKMAIL AND MURDER. 

Powers is by this time a wealthy man, 
and Silvers would have Warren attempt to 
realise a large sum on the old letters in his 
possession. Warren indignantly and 
violently resists the suggestion, but Silvers 
steals the letters for his own purposes. Visit 
ing the Powers’ home to inform his old 
friend of the intentions of Silvers, Warren is 
not received cordially, and at a critical 
moment Norma appears to take the revolver 
from her “‘father’'s’’ hand. At that precise 
moment Silvers is announced, and Norma, 
the revolver still in her hand, is jostled 
behind a curtain with Warren. In an angry 
altercation Silvers is challenged to show the 
letters. and, as he does so, Warref leaps 
from his hiding-place to clutch them. Silvers 
is on the point of making nasty remarks 
about the girl's mother when he is shot 
dead. The letters are burned, and Warren 
insists upon heing charged with the murder 
of Silvers. He is tried, and condemned to 


death, while the girl believes that he will be 
released. 


AMERICA’S PRESS! 

Warren resolutely refused to give any in 
formation about the affair; scandal must not 
touch his child. But, as everyone was con- 
vinced of his innocence, every trick was 
tried to make him talk. It was a master- 
stroke by a reporter that secured the story: 
the reporter impersonated a priest, who pre 
vsiled. upon Warren to make a complete con- 
fession. It is this confession which 1s 
“flashed back ” to make the ‘film. The girl 
discovers the sacrifice her father would 
make for her, and confesses that it was she 
who shot Silvers.

Queen Buys Linen from Belfast : 
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Flax-Growing 
Central Convalescent 


Royal Opening of Stormont. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT,. 


BELFAST, Monday. 

HE effects of the forthcoming revalua- 

tion of Northern Ireland and the up- 
ward trend of the rates almost everywhere 
in the province are causing deep concern 
to the business community, while tenants 
of dwelling-houses also f»ar that they wil! 
be called upon to bear heavily increased 
burdens, notwithstanding assertions to the 
contrary by those responsible for the 
changed conditions. 

Rents and land values in Belfast have 
been soaring, and any serious increase in 
valuation is certain to do grave injury to 
trade and commerce, as most people are 
already bowed down with rates and taxes. 

In Donegall place the usual rent for 
frontage is £20 per foot, and it is not much 
less in Castle place and High street, while 
the rents of dwelling-houses which were de- 
controlled—between £26 and £52 valuation 
—increased by fifty and a hundred per 
cent., if not more. The prospects for 
tenants are not very cheerful. 


LAW COURTS ECONOMY. 


A quaint situation has arisen in connec- 
tion with the new Law Courts which are 
being erected in Belfast as a part of the 
British Government 's building gift to the 
province. It is expected tha the 
buildings will be completed early 
next year, and H.M. Office of Works 
desires that the approaches to the 
courts shall be in keeping with the 
establishment. With this object in view 
it has requested the Improvement Com- 
mittee of the Corporation to re-surface 
portions of May street, Oxford street and 
Chichester street, adjacent to the courts, 
and also that the paving of the footpaths 
should receive attention. : 

The Improyem-nt Committee has refused 
the request unless a special grant is made 
by the Government towar’s the cost of 
the works: indicated. Moreover, it has 
also refused to lay wooden blocks in lieu 
of the ordinary material used unless 
similarly the additional cost involved is 
met by the Government. It will be re- 
called that the courts were to be built 
without any expense falling on the rate- 
payers; for additional cost was under- 
taken out of the public funds to improve 
the frontage as original’; proposed.. The 
decision of the Corporation Committee to 
incur no expenditure is based on the pro- 
posed Government restrictions in grants 
from the Road Fund for street mainten- 
ance and improvement, and the necessity 
under such conditions for economy. 
Negotiations are still proceeding, 


FILLIP TO LINEN INDUSTRY. 


On Friday last the Queen visited the 
British Industries Fair in London, and 
was particularly interested in the linen 
exhibits from Northern Ireland, There 
has been a pleasant sequel to Her 
Majesty’s tour of inspection, as 
she has just favonred Mecsrs. Richard- 
son, Sons and Owden, of © Belfast. 
with orders for Ulster linen damask 
table-clot.s for the . Royal house- 
hold, This recognition of the value and 
beauty of our linen fabrics should give a 
fillip to the trade, which already is 
showing signs of improvement. 

The one disquieting feature of the 
industry is the startling decline in the 
growing of flax. The cultivation of this 
crop is in danger of total extinction in the 
Six Counties, and one could hardly 
imagine Ulster linen without Ulster flax. 
Yet that is the position. As already 
pointed out in this column. the area under 
this crop has decreased from over a 
hundred thousand acre; in the old days 
until now it is only about six thonsand 
acres, The growers complain that no pro- 
tection has n given them in the tariff 
scheme, but rather that they have heen 
injured, and efforts are now being made 
by the Government and others interested 
to prevent flax-growing in the province 
from disappearing altogether.

county infirmaries in the Six Counties to 
establish a central convalescent home at 
the seaside, where patients from all the 
hospitals in the province might be sent to 
regain health and strength amid favour- 
able surroundings. A conference of dele- 
gates from the ‘county infirmaries of 
Armagh, Antrim, Fermanagh, London- 
derry and Tyrone was held in Belfast last 
Saturday, when problems concerning the 
health of the people were considered. Im- 
portant suggestions were made regarding 
medical services, and it was agreed that 
every county should have a central hospital, 
supported by a county-at-large charge, 
equipped with all necessary modern 
apparatus for the treatment of medical and 
surgical cases, with cottage hospitals where 
necessary as auxiliaries, but not so 
elaborately equipped. Provision should 
also be made for paying patients, while it 
was also advocated that a special institu- 
tion should be provided to meet the needs 
of all the Six Counties in cases of tuber- 
cular disease of bones and joints, with two 
or three hospitals on suitable sites for 
pulmonary cases. 


ROMANCE IN EDUCATION, 


The recent ban on married teachers by 
the Belfast Education Committee has 
raised a stormy controversy, and the 
various teachers’ organisations are still 
endeavouring to have it removed. The 
members of the committee have been de- 
scribed as hard-hearted and adamant 
against the rights of women, but develop- 
ments have shown that romance is not 
altogether absent from their thoughts. 

An appeal was made to them the other 
day by a young teacher, who acquainted 
them of her intention to get married next 
July, and as a consequence of their ban 
she would be compelled to resign her 


position. She also brought argument to her 


aid, pointing out that at the date of her 
wedding she would have only three and a 
half years’ teaching experience, whereds 
the term of her agreement with the 
Ministry of Education set out that she 
must serve for five years in schools under 
its jurisdiction, or else recoup the author}- 
ties her training fees. She, therefore, 
asked to be allowed to continue teaching 
until her five years were completed. 

The Committee could not resist such an 
appeal, and the bells will ring merrily 
for the young teacher next July. 


ROYALTY FOR BELFAST, 


It appears very likely that the people 
of Belfast will be honoured with another 
visit from Royalty in the autumn of the 
year. About a year ago it was sug- 
gested in high official circles here that the 
vew Parliamentary Buildings at Stor- 
mont would be formally opened by one of 
the Royal Family, and it was hoped that 
—in the absence of the King and Queen 
—the ceremony might be performed by 
the Prince of Wales, who has not yet 
come to the North 

The impression is now, however, that 
the duty will fall upon the Duke of 
Gloucester, and, should that be so, he will 
he a welcome visitor. His Royal High- 
ness, it will be recalled, spent a fort- 
night’s holiday in Ulster about two years 
ago, when he was the guest of the Mar- 
quess and Marchioness of Londonderry at 
Mountstewart, on the shores of Strang- 
ford Lough. The Northern Ireland Par- 
liament was opened by the King in per- 
son, when he was accompani by the 
(Jueen, a little more than ten years ago, 
and it would be a fitting uel to have 
the new home of the nate and 
the House of Commons opened in State 
by one of his sons.

Evidence also was given by Sir William 
M‘Lantock. In reply to the Chairman, he

There was also a small decrease of £429 
in receipts from parcels traffic, due to the 
very poor fishing season last year, and also 
a reduction in the company's parcel post pro- 
portions. There was, however, a gratifyin 
mcrease in the receipts from goods of £2,175, 
bringing the receipts under that head up to 
£19,501" The tonnage of merchandise con- 
veyed by the y rose from 57,034 tons 
in 1950 to 45.917 tons in 1931, an increase of 
no less than 8,883 tons. 

On the expenditure side of the account, 
the total of £49,668 in 1930 fell te £38,500 
in 1951, a reduction of £11,168. The major 
portion of this falls under the head of wages, 
due to the reduction of staffs consequent 
upon the introduction of the re-orgamisation 
scheme already referred to. 

The final result on the rail section of your 
undertaking is a loss of £5,825, as against 
a loss of £11,044 in 1930, representing a sub- 
stantial reduction of £7,221.

The road kD a services produced gross 
receipts of Br. , After providing for ex- 
penditure, depreciation and certain fixed 


charges, there was a net surplus of £2,356 to 
meet the interest char om the capital 
expenditure involved in this section. For the 
year 1950 a loss of £969 arose un road ser- 
vices. 

Under the arrangements entered into with 
the two Governments last March, the rail 
subsidy comes to an end in December next, 
and it is obviously imperative, therefore, 
that the loss on railway working should be 
extinguished before that date. He took that 
opportunity of soliciting an increased measure 
of support from the trading public generally. 


GOODS TRAFFIC. 

A good deal was done im recent years im 
legislation for the regulation of national 
transport, and the Acts recently passed by 
the Free State Government were a very 
desirable step towards this end. He thought, 
however, that the time was ripe for cv- 
ordinating the resources of both road and 
rail on an economie footing in the best 
interests of the country as a whole, more 
particularly in the case of goods traffic.

Paul that all authority to govern came from 
God, so that while a Government might he 
elected by the people, once it was duly 
esiablished its authority to rule came frou 
God, Who was the source of all authority.

OR the past few weeks many of the 
F jewellers’ shops in Belfast have been 
besieged by persons anxious “to sell 
sovereigns, half sovereigns and gold jewellery 
at the enhanced prices now obtaimable for 
gold.

Free State Government duri 
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of Liberalism, had known what they were 
doing when they forced it upon a vaguely 
protectionist cts country. They knew that 
Britain's puissance lay in her commerce. 
They could not foresee a time when 
her industrial supremacy would be 
assailed by a flock of nations eagerly 
anxious to produce their own goods for 
themselves and to shut the commerce of 
Britain from their doors. If that fore- 
sight had been granted to them, it is 
probable that they would have stood 
shoulder to shoulder with Joseph Cham- 
berlain in 1903 and with the National 
Government of to-day. With the passage 
of the Import Duties Bill the policy 
of free trade has received its tem- 
porary downfal], not only in Britain, 
but in the world. To-day not a single 
nation of importance acknowledges 
that policy, and the principle of protec- 
tion 1s established in its completeness. 
How -long it will: endure remains to be 
seen; for the protectionist argument, like 
all fundamental fallacies, cannot be 
pushed to its logical conclusion. 

The last few days have seen fleets of 
vessels struggling up the English Channel 
against contrary winds, in a frenzied effort 
to land their cargoes while there was yet 
time. That concentration of the trade 
routes upon Britain mirrors in miniature 
the economic history of the past decade— 
and, to a less extent, of the past thirty 
years. For thirty years the nations, with 
the exception of Britain, have reared their 
tariff walls; within the decade those walls 
have become well-nigh impregnable. Secure 
behind them, the nations have lived 
on their own products, and what they 
could not consume themselves they have 
dumped upon the British shores. Their 
manufacturers have turned out goods 
at gradually lessening prices, while 
Britain, with a rising standard of living 
and a market which all might enter, 
has seen foreign produce take preference 
of hers even within her own borders, The 
foreign markets have been denied to her 
by tariff walls; her own market has been | 
forbidden to her by the cheap competition 
of other countries. For ten years it has 
been. manifest that the  Cobdenite 
tradition, potent. when it was conceived 
and for many years afterwards, has broken 
down. The result is seen in the decay of 
Britain's factories; in.a swelling roll of 
unemployment, and in an adverse balance 


‘of trade whose exactions have called of :ate 


for almost intolerable sacrifice from her 
citizens. 

The passing of the Import Duties 
Act is being hailed as the death-blow 
of free trade; but nobody can believe 
that free trade is dead. For a time, 
indeed, the principle must be dormant 
—until Great Britain has made up some 
of the cost of her long loyalty. Circum- 
stances have forced her, for her own sal- 
vation, to adopt the protectionist device ; 
now the circle is complete, and the fundr- 
mental fallacy of the protectionist attitude 
will be clear very soon. While Britain 
remained outside that circle, protection 
was a real and valuable policy for other 
countries. Now that their last market is 
closed the policy is reduced to the absurd. 
We believe that the Import Duties Act, 
apparently the death-blow of free trade, 
will prove actually to be the death- 
blow of economic protection. As 
Viscount Snowden said yesterday, 
tarifis lately have failed to avert 
disaster from their users; even. the 
United States found but a temporary 
prosperity in them. Britain will bring 
relief to herself by them; but that local 
relief must be balanced by a decline in the 
prosperity of the world at large. The 
aftermath of the world war was needed to 
show that no nation ean be economically 
a law unto itself; and Britain's adoption 
of tariffs will bring the final exposition of 
this fact. . To-day virtually no market in 
ithe whole world remains open to the goods 
of another country ; trade, as it was con- 
ceiyed a century ago, is at an end. Such 
a condition of things cannot endure. The 
nations will recover their senses, and free 
trade, in the true and unlimited sense, 
will resume its sway. 


Control of Films. 
The control of films to-day is a national 
necessity in every State. Censorship can 
excise blatantly immoral scenes and 
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ought to be encouraged, an acguaintance 
with the work oí other countries will be a 
protection against parochialism. In April 
the report of the Commission on Educa- 
tional and Cultural Films, which was set 
up in London in 1929, will be pre- 
sented, and- Father Devane suggests that 
it may form the partial basis of an Irish 
measure. The film problem is becoming 
widely recognised in .England, where, at a 
conference convened by the Birmingham 
Cinema Inquiry Committee, Sir Charles 
Grant Robertson, the Vice-Chancellor and 
Principal of Birmingham University, ex- 
pressed his conviction that the Kamet 
mountaineering film—which was not shown 
on the ground that it held no “sex 
appeal '’—would draw crowded houses. 
Unhappily, the public to-day gets few 
chances to prove that it has good taste. 
though, when a decent film is shown, it 
does its best to prove its appreciation. 


An Early Warning. 


Last Saturday night a fire destroyed 
four hundred acres of grass and other 
vegetation on the southern shores of More- 
cambe Bay. It started when a farmer 
was clearing a dyke and set the rubbish 
alight. A strong breeze was blowing; the 
ground was dry, and the flames spread 
so rapidly that three districts were taken 
by surprise. The fire blazed for nearly 
fourteen hours, and a number of farm- 
houses was saved only by the fact that 
they were encloced by ploughed land. 
This incident suggests a moral and 
absolves us from any mere effort to— 

wallow naked in December snow 

By thinking on fantastic summer's heat. 
In recent years some of Ireland’s most 
attractive landscapes have been marred. 
and game and other property have been 
injured, by outbreaks of fire. Every 
citizen of Dublin can recall the unsightly 
scars which such outbreaks have left from 
time to time on the green beauty oí 
Howth Hill and the Dublin Mountains. 
It is certain that in nearly all cases 
these misfortunes have been the result of 
carelessner:s—a stick-fire left unquenched 
by a picnic party or the stub of a 
smouldering cigarette thrown into a furze- 
bush. We associate this sort of danger 
only with the summer months, but the 
February blaze at Morecambe Bay warns 
us now -against such security. The past 
month has been abnormally dry; it has 
carried an “abnormal charge of sunshine, 
and east winds have parched the sod. If 


‘a dry spring follows, the expanses of our 


moors and hillsides, during the later 
months, wij! take the quality of tinder ; 
and one dropped match may kindle a 
widespread mischief. Moreover, we may 
expect that these airy spaces will have an 
unusually large number of visitors in the 
summer of the Eucharistic Congress 
Immediate precautions,. therefore, will 
not be premature. School teachers ought 
to bring the danger before their high- 
spirited pupils, and local authorities 
ought to post warning notices in places 
whose beauty is a lure for holiday-makers. 
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Models of Ships. 


The Egyptians, who seem to have been 
the first people to do most things, were 
the first to make models of ships; but 
afterwards the art seems to have fallen 
into a virtual desuetude until the seven- 
teenth century. Models then were built 
in the dockyards, but the Napoleonic Wars 
provided a new impetus. French prisoners, 
mewed up in Dartmoor, were hard pressed 
to find work and food, Since all Napoleon 's 
soldiers were conscripts, many artisans of 
the highest skill found their way into the 
ranks, with the result that work of the 
finest quality often was produced. 
Several specimens of their work were on 
view last week at the Architectural 
Association's exhibition of model war- 
ships, and one of these, which is made of 
bone, is a miracle of patience and 
ingenuity. The prisoners who built them 
a hundred years ago occasionally received 
as much as fifty pounds for a model of 
this kind." Now, according to Mr. F. H. 
Mason, R.L, such a! model would fetch 
about nine hundred pounds ; a seventeenth- 
century model, he added, once had fetched 
the huge sum of three thousand five 
hundred guineas. The cult of the 
model warship was taken up by the 
Americans, whose modern homes, as we 
may suppose, cried out for some link 
with mellower times. Of late the art 
again has lapsed somewhat, though, if the 
demand remains high, its resurgence may 
be expected. Its appearance in the 
seventeenth century was due to the 
inability of the Admiralty, under the 
Stuarts, to grapple easily with plans. 
Models which even the veriest fool could 
understand were demanded, and, accord- 
ingly, were furnished after the pains- 
taking fashion of those days.

A PARENT’S TESTIMONY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srm,—I have just finished reading Dr. R. H. 
Murray's valuable biography of Archbishop 
Bernard, and I was much struck by a pas- 
sage in a letter which appears in it from 
Lord Fitzalan on the subject of Catholic 
students in Trinity College. Lord. Fitzalan 
writes: “His position as Provost of Trinity 
and mine as a Roman Catholic might in 
some quarters have been regarded as a bar 
to intimate friendship. But this was very 
far from being the case. I remember how 
touched I was. when once he confided to me 
a conscientious anxiety he had regarding the 
spiritual welfare of the Roman Catholic 
students at Trinity, and the steps he took 
to try and see that proper arrangements 
were made for them in this respect, and how 
he even consulted me as to whether he 
could do. more.’’.. The learned author does 
not refer to the subject, but J think it is 
due to the meméry of the late Provost 
set out in plain terms the steps which 
took to safeguard the spiritual interests of 
Catholic Stédents, and I am in a position 
to do so. é 

I was an intimate friend of Dr. Bernard for 
many years, and, as I had a son in College 
when he became Provost, it was natural 
that he should talk to me about the 
Catholic students and the interest he felt 
in their welfare: He knew tha the 
students as a body were excellent young men, 
and devoted to their religion, but he wished 
to make definite arrangements “te ensure 
that they would attend to their religious 
duties while under his care. He effected 
this object by laying down four rules which 
he carefully observed :-— ; 

(1) As the Provost alone has the power

Labour Views on Ottawa. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Dominions 
Secretary, will have a conference with 
representatives of the Trades Union Con- 
gress on Thursday. It is likely to be of 
more than usual interest, as views re- 
garding the Imperial Conference 
Ottawa will be discussed. The Trade 
Union Congress’s views on the fiscal 
question were expressed in 1930 in favour 
of a closer economic relationship with the 
Empire, and the point is valuable, because 
it is known that many members of the 
Labour Party are quite out of sympathy 
with the :

British and German Coal. 


Berlin's comments on the decision of 
the German Coal Controller to curtai! coal 
imports for March and April are in- 
structive. They, indicate that in practice 
only British coal will be hit, since a 
reduction of the quotas for other countries 
is precluded by existing agreements. This 
is a case that points to the necessity for 
the import duties measure, which has 
now become an Act of Parliament.

(4) In case of the serious illness of a 
Catholic student, the Provost gave orders 
that a telephone message should be sent 
at once from the Head Porter's lodge to 
the parochial clergy of St. Andrew's, West- 
land row. which is the Catholic parish 
church of the College. 

It might be said that these rules, while 
excellent in theory, would fail in practice be- 
cause there was no method of enforcement, 
but advantage was taken of the Consolidated 
Statutes, 1926, to give the Provost power 
to deprive students of their rooms for not 
attending om Sundays the Services of the 
Church to which they belonged. I think it 
may be said that Trinity College is the only 
university in the British Isles in which a 
Catholic student can be deprived of his 
rooms by statute for failing to hear Mass on 
Sundays, and I am glad to know that the 
rules have been approved of, and followed 
by, the present Provost. . 

Half a century ago Dr. Bernard was « 
fellow-student in Trinity with a well-known 
Methodist writer; who, under the heading of 
“Tablets of Memory,” has been giving his 
reminiscences in the Methodist Times. Re- 
ferring to the students of his day, he wrote 
in a recent issue: '' The strict Roman Catho- 
hes were among the best men (in the highest 
sense) in the University. ... I am a Pro- 
testant of the Protestants, but I have a 
great respect for the relhgion which turns 
out the sort of young men whom I learned to 
know and like in Trinity. True as this 
statement is of the Catholic students of fifty 
years ago, I believe it is equally true of the 
students of to-day, and that it should be 
so was, I know, the late Provost's earnest 
wish,.— Yours, etc., é

Exchange Transactions. 


The Treasury has been making inguirics 
ef the heads of the London banks on the 
question of restriction« im force on ex- 
change transactions.

A series of meetings has resulted in a reply 
to the ‘Treasury, with a very definite 
recommendation that the restrictions shal! 
be removed. It is contended that their 
removal would bring British money abroad 
into this country; for many holders now 
hesitate to send morieys here because ther 
have no guarantee that they will be able 
to re-transfer them if necessary. Another 
point advanced is that. once the restric- 
tions are removed, the Treasury would be 
in a position to apply pressure to other

It is understood that 
the Treasury officials are giving carefu!

THE LEAGUE 


GENEVA, Monday. 
TELEGRAM received by Dr. Yen, the 
Chinese delegate at Geneva, from his 
Government gives more details of the pro- 
posed truce arrangement.

The meeting of this conference would 
be subject to the making of local arrange-

4. The above proposals would be with- 
out prejudice to, or qualification of, any 
position taken up by the Leagne of 
Nations or any Power in relation to Sino- 
apanese affairs.

PEACE TALK MOCKED. 


FIGHTING THROUGHOUT

Simultaneously with this fighting a 
‘warning that the Japanese would destroy 
one hundred miles of railway leading out 
of Shanghai, in order to prevent Chinese 
reinforcements reaching the battle ‘zone, 
if Chinese troops movements did not cease 
immediately, was conveyed in a Note from 
the Japanese military headquarters to the 
Chinese Mayor of Greater Shanghai. 

The Japanese threaten to destroy com- 
pretely the lines between Shanghai and 
oochow and between Shanghai and 
Kashing. The Chinese have until Wednes- 
day to comply with the demand.

PRECAUTIONARY

if necessary, searched, before being 
allowed to enter the city. The safeguard- 
ing law of the Republic is to be enforced 
immediately it is found necessary. 

This is the Government's reply to the 
demand for its resignation. 

The Lapua leaders state that their forces 
are being s ily mobilised all over Fin- 
land. At Mantsaala, some forty-five miles 
north of Helsingfors, they seem to have 
complete control, and the district has the 
8 apne gpu of a military camp. A number 
of local officials are in the insurgents’ 
hands, and civilians are not allowed to 
move about freely. All traffic is stopped 
and searched, and buildings belonging to 
Socialist workers have been occupied and 
their leaders arrested. 

Twenty-five miles outside the capital 
has ulready been fighting between Govern- 
ment troops and the Lapua men. 

The rebels began by demanding the dis- 
missal of the Governor of Helsingfors and 
the Minister of the Interior, the enforce- 
ment of anti-Communist legislation; and 
the dissolution of the Socialist unions. 
They are now set on turning out the 
Government and themselves taking over 
the reins of power. 


FLOOD-LIGHTING AT 
BALDONNEL. 


NIGHT FLYING BY SERVICE 
PILOTS. 

A white pathway of light, nearly two 
thousand yards long, illuminated Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome last night, when a 
demonstration of a new floodlight which 
has beén purchased by the Free State 
Army Air Corps was given to the Quarter- 
master-General, Colonel E. V. O'Carroll, 
and members of his Staff. 

This floodlight, which is to facilitate the 
instruction of service pilots in night-flying, 
is mounted on a motor wagon chassis and 
derives its electricity from the engine by 
means of a special gear which enables the 
engine to be coupled to the generator. 
When in service it will illuminate the aero- 
drome over an angle of 180 degrees, and 
by a special arrangement of the ‘‘housing’’ 
there is only a very narrow band of light 
escaping upwards; this has the effect of 
lessening the risk of the pilot being 
temporarily blinded when gliding into the 
path of light. 

The beam of the floodlight is intensified 
by split and decentred mirrors, and is 
fitted with a 65 kilowatt electric in- 
candescent lamp behind a 500 millimetre 
lens. The lens, following lighthouse 
practice, is suitably housed in a weather- 
proof casing. In case of failure the bulb 
can be replaced within twenty seconds. 

It had been hoped that a demonstration 
of landing with the assistance of this flood- 


' — would have been made last night, but 


a high wind rendered conditions unsafe for 
flying, and it was decided to postpone that 
part of the programme. | 

An officer of the Army Air Corps in- 
formed an Irish Times reporter that the 
floodlight would be used for giving elemen- 
tary instruction in night-flying, and said 
that Service flying differed from civil 
flying, inasmuch as it was essential that 
the pilot should be able to Jand with the 
least possible amount of Jight when on 
active service. The floodlight at Baldonnel 
will not be available for civil flying except 
in times of emergency, as private flying 
would require the installation of elaborate 
beacons and obstructien lights, which 


would not be in accordance with military 
practice.

MEDIATION. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
“The exertions of the Powers 
interests in the Far East and of the 
Council of the League have so far suc- 
ceeded in their task of mediation that 
Chinese and Japanese representatives met 
on Sunday night in a British warship 
off Shanghai. They discussed the possi- 
bility of first obtaining a cessation ol 
hostilities and then calling a round table 
conference to lay down the terms of a 
political settlement, and communications 
of a similar nature and to the same pur- 
pose have passed between the Japanese 
Government and the States members of 
the Council. 

“ There are certain dificult points in 
the proposed settlement,’’ adds The Times,

HE Lord Chancellorétook his seat on 
the Woolsack at 2.45 yesterday after- 
noon, and there was an unusually large 
attendance of peers when the House met 
specially (only on very special occasions do 
Their Lordships meet on Monday) to pass 
through all its stages the Government's 
Import Duties Bill, which was given a 
third reading in the House of Commons 
on Thursday. 

Viscount Snowden, one of the four dis- 
sentient Cabinet members on the subject 
of tariffs, was an early arrival. He sat 
for some time before the debate opened 
chatting, with smiling animation, to 
Viscount Hailsham, the leader of the 
House, on the Government front bench. 

The second reading of the bill was moved 
by the Marquess of Londonderry, Minister 
for Air, who pointed out that he had been 
engaged in the tariff controversy for the 
better part of thirty years. Whilst he had 
found himself in very little sympathy with 
what was called free trade doctrine, he 
had not been altogether cognisant that, if 
the out-and-out protectionist were given 
a free hand, we might not find ourselves 
in a most difficult position. ‘ That is 
why I welcome this measure,” he added. 
“This measure is an experimental 
measure, it is true. It is a moderate one, 
with plenty of elasticity.’’ 

The bill had met with the ominous fore- 
bodings of his Cabinet colleagues, like Sir 
Herbert Samuel, and at the same time it 
had received the buffetings of Lord 
Beaverbrook. He felt, however, that it 
was @ measure in accordance with the 
wishes and desires of the great majority 
of the people. 


LORD SNOV/DEN. 


Lord Snowden, speaking from the 
Government front bench, where he had been 
sitting next to Viscount Hailsham, leader 
of the Housé, described the bill as the most 
important. measure dealing with trade and 
commerce of this country which had been 
before Parliament for nearly a century.

How was 
it that even in this time of unparalleled 
depression we were able to hold our posi- 
tion in world markets more successfully 
than Pretectionist countries? How were 
tariffs going to protect our home market 
when they had failed to protect that of 
every Protectionist country in the world? 
Would Protection do for this country what 
it had failed to do elsewhere? ’’ 


VITAL INTERESTS.

WOMEN’S WORK IN THE 
LIFEBOAT GUILD. 


* There is a far higher percentage of motor 
lifeboats in use in Ireland than in England, 
said Lieutenant-Colonel C. R. Satterthwaite, 
O.B.E., Secretary of the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution, speaking yesterday 
afternoon at the annual meeting of the Dublin 
Ladies’ Lifeboat Guild, which was held at 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin. The President 
of the Guild, Mrs. James MeNeill, wife of 
the Governor-General of the Free State, 
occupied the chair, and formally welcomed 
the visitors and members present. 

The report for the year ended September 
30th, 1931, having been read by the Assistant 
Secretary, Mr. B. J. Newcombe, the Vice- 
President of the Guild, the Contessa Van 
Cutsem, proposed its adoption. 

Having welcomed Mrs. McNeill to the meet- 
ing, the Contessa expressed, on behalf of 
the Committee, her deep appreciation of the 
valuable help and patronage which the 
Governor-General and Mrs. MeNeill had 
given at all times to the work of the National 
Lifeboat Institution. An outstanding feature 


of the year under review, she continued, had / 


been the inspiring address delivgred by His 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, Presi- 
dent. of the Institution, at the Central Hall, 
Westminster, London, to a large audience, 
which comprised a world gathering of dis- 
tinguished representatives from a dozen great 
nations.

GARDEN, FARM, GEES, ETC.

VEGETABLES GENERALLY. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
a umes, the Garden Correspondent 


Doubtless the slight set-back last week in the 
sprinkling of snow, which disappeared as 
quickly as it came, with the mild morn- 
ing frosts, will allay anxiety of seed 
sowing, save for the hardiest of “4 tribe 
demanding a long season sá rowta, such 
as Onions and Parsnips, , as for the 
latter, we are ractically aileáidin oí 
weather, save te morning frost, which 
sun now quickly dispels. The best 
method of Parsnip sowing is by boring 
Parsnip-shaped holes with a bar, ‘working 
it in a way to leave the top four or five 
inches diameter, from whica it tapers 
downwards, accommodating the long rat 
tail, and that unnecessary appendage can 
be avoided by sowing the much improved 
stump-rosted variety. Holes at a foot 
apart and twenty inches between the 
rows, firmly filled with a special com- 
post, consisting of three-parts loam and 
one-part of dried horse-droppings and 
rough leaf-mould, mixed and put tarough 
a sieve, on the top of which three or four 
seeds are sown and covered in, the plant- 
lets being eventually reduced to one, 
ensures clean, shapely roots. Otherwise, 
for the usual drill sowing, for which one 
must wait for suitable soil conditions, 
ground well prepared by deep digging 
and thorouga working to eliminate 
and stones, but without fresh manuring, 
the slightest obstacle fooling tae Parsnip 
into making forked roots, is preliminary 
work for the present. Planting of 
autumn-sown Onions will now have atten- 
tion as opportunity affords, for which soil 
cannot be too rich or too deeply worked, 
with a ie firming for te dibblin 
of the sang in a way that the ee oe 
bulb is kept wel! to the surface. We are 
glad to see our nursery and seedsmen, as
